Report of the School Board 


In entering upon our duties, and after consultation 
with citizens of the several sections of the district, 
we engaged a corps of teachers who have discharged 
their duties with intelligence and faithfulness. The 
schools, generally, have been orderly, and the results 
of the school work of the year may be considered 
satisfactory. 

The school fund was insufficient to afford terms 
as might be desired, as it allowed a total of but 
twenty-one weeks for each school. 

We recommend that an appropriation be made 
for the support of schools in addition to the sum re- 
quired by law. The amt. available for repairs being 
limited to five percent of the school fund, we did not 
attempt any extensive repairs, even where needed. 

We would also recommend that a sum not less 
than two hundred dollars be raised for general re- 
pairs of school houses. ‘This would seem to be in 
the interest of economy, as some needed _ repairs 
made now, may save a greater outlay. in the future. 

The accommodations in the school house at Derry 
Depot are insufficient for the large number of schol- 
ars in that vicinity, and the matter has been referred 
to the district by the insertion of articles in the war- 
rant for the annual school meeting. 
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We appreciate the interest shown by the citizens 
of the district in the schools, and their co-operation 
in our efforts to make them as useful as circum- 


stances would adniit.
